This Stamp Collection 
Thumbed Its Nose At 
War's Destruction 


Chances are that very few of 
the visitors to booth 108 at the 
Centenary International Philatelic 
Exhibition knew the story behind 
the beautiful specialized collec- 
tion of the world, in forty vol- 
umes and containing over 100,000 
stamps. This special collection 
seemed to have a charmed exist- 
ence, for in spite of several ex- 
posures to destruction it survived 
grandly. 

Gathered with care over a 
number of years, this collection 
of Louis Heilbronner, was first 
moved from his native country 
when the first indication of war 
was made by Hitler’s policies 
back in 1937. It was taken by 
the owner to Belgium where he 
took up residence. On May 10, 
1940, the Germans began their 
invasion of that country. The 
first air bomb dropped by the Na- 
zis on Belgium hit the building

For the past two or three years, 
collectors have noticed what 
seemed to be a comparatively 
new field receiving greater and 
greater mention in the philatelic 
press. And yet, the collecting of 
booklets and booklet panes is not 
a new field; many of its adher- 
ents have been busy at work add- 
ing to their collections of these in- 
teresting philatelic specialties for 
decades, 

It was of course inevitable that 
sooner or later a catalog should 
appear not only listing all book- 
lets known, and describing them 
not only according to the manner 
in which the panes vary, one 
from another, but according to 
the manner in which they make 
up the booklets themselves, and 
the different types of covers in 
which they are bound. 

Such a catalog has been nec- 

. One pane of Canada for 
example, the 3c brown of 1922, 
is hardly a rarity when in com- 
bination with the Ic and the 2c of 
the same series, but when it is 


becomes an item that Rogers has 
priced at $150 with English cov- 
ers, and $250 with French inscrip- 
tions. 

Such a situation is perhaps ex- 
treme, but it shows the need for 
a catalog that takes into consider- 
ation other factors thaf® mere 
panes, which is of course the only 
concern of the Scott catalog. The 
Rogers catalog supplies that need, 
and anyone with the slightest in- 
terest in panes will find it a nec- 
essary adjunct to intelligent col- 
lecting. One of the most promis- 
ing aspects of the booklet and 
booklet pane field is that almost 
every country specialist properly 
can extend his interest to book- 
lets, for there is hardly a country 
which has never issued them.

We 
note many items which regularly 
sell for considerably less, and one 
item in particular, the New Zea- 
land Official booklet of 1908, 
priced at $500, sold for much less 
than one- tenth of this price at a 
well attended sale of booklets and 
booklet panes less than a year 
ago—and no other booklet has 
ever been offered at auction. 
However, no catalog has ever 
been written which is beyond 
criticism from the standpoint of 
pricing, and we can only suggest 
a pricings appear to be relative 

as they are in most catalogs. , 

If you own but a single booklet 
in your entire collection, you 
should own this book, even if only 
to find out that you may have an 
item that is a bit more valuable 
—_ you had previously suspect- 
ed.

First Flight Covers 
To Scotland Will Be 
Serviced For Collectors 








The Post Office Department 
announced today that philatelic 
service will be provided for cov- 
ers carried by the first air mail 
flight from New York, N. Y., to 
Glasgow (Prestwick  Aijrport), 
Scotland, on F. A. M. Route 24, 
to be flown by American Over- 
seas Airlines on or about June 
The air mail rate to Scot- 
land is 15 cents a half ounce. 

A special cachet will be applied 
to all covers sent to the post of- 
fice or the airmail field at New 
York, bearing the required post- 
age and accompanied by a re- 
quest that they be held for the 
first flight. Requests for covers 
bearing the New York Post Office 
cachet should be sent to the Post- 
master at New York, and requests 
for the Air Mail Field cachet 
should be sent to the Regional 
Superintendent, Air Postal 
Transport, N. Y., 1. N. Y. 

The British DR. authorities 
have advised that covers cannot 
be back-stamped, and that only 
covers addressed for delivery in 
Scotland may be sent. Collectors 
desiring that their covers be re- 
turned to them must employ the 
services of an agent in Scotland, 
to whom or in whose care they 
can address their covers and who 
will undertake to return the cov- 
ers to them.

The new Liberty Fund semi- 
postal stamps of Denmark are 
shown on the above cover. The 
set consists of three stamps only, 
the surtax from which will be 
used to rehabilitate members of 
the armed forces of that country, 
and also to establish and build 
schools for them. 

The low value is a 15 plus 5 
Ore, dark yellow green stamp 
which shows a torch entwined in 
a victory chaplet. The ribbon 
of the underground forces is 
woven into the victory chaplet 
to honor those serving in this 
dangerous capacity. The true 
colors of the underground ribbon 
are blue, red and white. 

The middle value is a 20 plus 
5 Ore brown red on which is de- 
picted the sabotaging of a rail- 
road by members of the under-

ground. This was probably the 
most efficient deterrent to the 
Nazis that the Danes used. The 
flag of a sinking Danish ship just 
before it is engulfed by the wa- 
ters of the sea is shown on the 
high value a 40 plus 5 Ore ultra- 
marine.

Overcoming Some Difficulties 

When we were publishing in Columbus, our mailing list 
was on an Elliott Addressing Machine, each name on a sten- 
cil and following each name was a number indicating when 
subscriptions would expire. When we located here in Sid- 
ney, the printing plant which handles our 
paper started our addressing on the same 
sort of system which they used for mailing 
their daily newspaper. Our circulation 
through the mail was greater than the daily 
at the start, because all our papers are mail- 
ed. Our circulation has grown from ten thou- 
sand copies weekly, when we located here 
to around 25,000 copies weekly at the pres- 
ent time. This is an increase of 150%. To take 

GEO. LINN care of this increase, the printers have been 
obliged to add a great deal of equipment of the type used 
for the mailing and addressing. 

During the war years it became difficult to obtain more 
galleys and certain other items necessary to keep increasing 
the capacity of the mailing system. As a result, in the past 
year some of our papers have been mailed by direct address- 
ing on the paper or wrapper while others of the papers are 
mailed by addressing labels and pasting the labels on the 
papers or wrappers. 

In neither case was it possible, by the methods used to 
add the expiration number to the addresses. 

For the past two years, we have been trying to buy a 
new Elliott Addressing Machine. Until the war was over 
the plant making these machines was devoted wholly to war 
work. Since the war we have been able to get our order for 
a machine accepted and we were promised delivery almost 
a year ago. 

We are now able to announce that delivery of the ma- 
chine has been made to our office, most of the necessary 
equipment has arrived and we have everything to work with 
except cabinets and drawers for the stencils. As soon as this 
material is received we will face the task of cutting 25,000 
stencils and changing over to the new system, 

It is very likely that during this period which should 
cover three or four weeks, that we may find it necessary to 
refuse to accept any new subscriptions until the change is 
completed. Renewals will be handled however. 

When this change is completed we will then be in a po- 
sition again to carry your expiration number on the stencil 
which prints your name on the paper or wrapper. In this 
manner you can know at all times when your subscription 
is about to expire and if you really want to keep the paper 
coming you can make it your business to send renewal a 
few weeks before it is due to expire, for once removed from 
our list, it may mean missing one or two numbers before it 
gets back on the list. All this work is done in cycles at defin- 
ite dates each week and if a name is removed, it only goes 
back at a definite date after removal and there is always the 
chance that you will miss some numbers if the name is once 
taken out of the stencil file. Back numbers are not always 
available because of the paper shortage and it will thus be 
up to you as an individual to keep your paper coming with- 
out missing a number. 

Also, as soon as we get this new system working, we will 
start a subscription campaign. We have long believed that a 
stamp-paper in America could develop a circulation of at 
least 50,000 copies weekly. When we are set with our new 
addressing equipment, that will be the figure we will start 
after, just deuble our present circulation. We will then have 
the office force, the addressing equipment and the printing 
facilities to handle such a circulation as readily as we now 
handle half that number. We are anxious to make this ef- 
fort and believe we can reach that goal. Further details on 
this subject will be given when we are set to go.

In the April, 1947 ASDA Bul- 
letin, mention has been made that 
the Polish Government has caused 
to be distributed from the head- 
quarters of the Universal. Postal 
Union at Berne, Switzerland, a 
proposal that a stock of stamps of 
all member countries be placed on 
sale there or in some other coun- 
try to satisfy Philatelic demands. 

A discussion by members of the 
ASDA at a meeting, brought out 
that they felt that such a plan 
would be destructive to commer- 
cial Philately and a motion was 
carried overwhelmingly that the 
ASDA declare itself opposed to the 
plan and that they inform the 
Swiss and U. S. Governments of 
their opposition. 

Although I am a dealer, I feel 
that I owe a duty to the Philatelic 
Fraternity to disclose this matter 
2s it is my opinion that a dealer’s 
prerequisite is to aid collectors and 
encourage them to enjoy their 
hobby, by avoiding any mercenary 
motives that-anyone may have in 
exploiting the collector. The A. S. 
D.A is an excellent organization 
which has proven effectively that 
they have promoted sound busi- 
ness ethics among dealers for the 
»rotection of the collector, but in 
this instance I think they are being 
unfair to the collectors. 

Although as a publisher, you de- 
pend upon dealers’ advertising in 
your publication to keep it in ex- 
istence, I feel that with the excel- 
lent work you have done through 
your editorals to aid the cause of 
Philately, you will probably un- 
dertake to champion the collectors 
who will greatly benefit if the Uni- 
versal Union accepts the Polish 
Government’s proposal. 

The average New Issue dealer 
may benefit if it is decided to dis- 
tribute these stamps through the 
Union. Quite often, governments 
print small issues and in the case 
where an issue may consist of 
50,000 copies, the stamps will be 
absorbed by collectors throughout 
the world in a much shorter period 
than if théy were sold locally with 
a small portion going to the New 
Issue dealer. The New Issue 
dealer who would purchase his 
stamps from the Union would find 
that in a very short time this item 
would increase in price as soon as 
the stamps are off sale so that he 
would realize more for the items, 
thereby offsetting what he may 
have thought a disadvantage to 
commercial Philately. 

May I suggest that all collectors 
reading this article or an editorial 
on this matter if you see fit to pub- 
lish one, write to the Universal 
Postal Union at Berne, Switzer- 
land and the U. S. Government 
that a plan be formulated where- 
by the collector will be able to ob- 
tain his new issues in this manner. 
The APS, SPA and other collec- 
tors’ organizations should be noti- 
fied so they, as a group, may also 
take action in this matter to help 
their members. 

If this distributing method is 
accepted by the Union, agreements 
may be made with the members of 
the Universal Postal Union that a 
certain portion of even the small- 
est issue will be stocked by them 
for collectors, thereby causing the 
end of the recent publicized racket 
of some governments printing a 
small issue that was sold entirely 
to speculators who exploit the col- 
lectors by making them pay exor- 
bitant prices.

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all. If all issues were placed on 
sale for a limited period only, with 
enough time for all interested par- 
ties to get their sHare the plan is 
fair. But if the stamps are left 
on sale for years as in the United 
States agency, the set-up would 
not be fair. Even with the bad 
set-up in this respect in the United 
States, we note no slackening in 
the purchase of stamps of this coun- 
try. As soon as an issue goes off 
the list at the Agency, its price goes 
up and there always seems to be 
plenty of buyers. 


New collectors are always com- 
ing into the fold, and the older 
hands at the game are continually 
switching their collecting interests. 
The new collector is always a po- 
tential customer for items that 
were on sale at an agency at one 
time; an older collector with new 
interests that might include some 
of the stamps that were on sale at 
such an agency is also a potential 
customer. Chancés are that any 
amount that a dealer would lay in 
at face value from such a source 
would be money in the bank. 

A regulation that would outlaw 
any country from sales at the In- 
ternational Agency that did not of- 
fer enough stamps of any one is- 
sue to satisfy reasonable demands 
of dealers and collectors, would 
probably do much to clean up 
present philatelic practices of some 
countries. As anxious as most 
countries are to milk collectors, 
they would surely brush up their 
ethics to have their stamps repre- 
sented on the lists of the Interna- 
tional Agency. Representation on 
this list could mean a mark of ap- 
proval to that country and its 
stamps.

Collectors Are Urged 
To Back Present Efforts 
For Constitution” Stamp 





There isn’t much question that 
a stamp commemorating the 
150th Anniversary of the Launch- 
ing of the U.S.S. “Constitution” 
would be a very popular issue. In 
fact several stamps of value from 
one cent to five cents showing 
the Constitution in battle, in full 
sail and at the repose would not 
be overdoing the commemoration. 
It would be highly satisfying to 
those working so hard for such a 
stamp, or stamps to receive some 
backing from collectors. A letter 
to the Postmaster General Rob- 
ert Hannegan would help. 


The Washington Sunday Star 
carried an account of some act- 
ivity in this regard, when it told 
of the activity of Senator Joseph 
C. O’Mahoney of Wyoming, 
through whose intervention ap- 
proval of the Iwo Jima comme- 
morative was obtained, now has 
appealed to President Truman to 
order the production of a stamp 
to mark the 150 anniversary of 
the launching of the USS Consti- 
tution (“Old Ironsides”). In a let- 
ter to the Chief Executive, dated 
April 26, he says: 


“You may recall that on the ill- 
fated original opening day of the 
baseball season, I spoke to you of 
the desirability of issuing a spe- 
cial stamp to commemorate the 
150th anniversary of the USS 
Constitution. This will fall on 
October 21, 1947. 


“T think it would be particular- 
ly appropriate to make note of this 
anniversary this year because of 
the importance of calling national 
attention to the significance of the 
principles of government symbol- 
ized by this vessel, which epito- 
mized the whole current of 
American history from the ad- 
ministration of George Washing- 
ton down to your own. The con- 
struction of the USS Constitution 
was authorized in the Act of 
March 27, 1794, which was the 
first provision for the establish- 
ment of the United States Navy. 

“This vessel, which is now in 
full commission but which is 
maintained as a naval relic in 
Boston Harbor, played a notable 
part in the war of 1812, and has 
been commanded by some of the 
country’s outstanding naval 


5 | leaders, from Commondore Deca- 


tur to Admiral Dewey. The vic- 
tory of the Constitution over the 
Guerriere in the War of 1812 was 
one of the most notable naval en- 
gagements in our history. 


“Needless to add it was the fa- 
mous poem of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes written in 1830 which 
saved this vessel from the scrap 


eap. 

“I know the special stamp I 
here suggest would be most pop- 
ular. It would have a widespread 
appeal, and its issuances could 
be made the occasion of empha- 
tically calling attention to the 
fundamental objectives of Amer- 
ican state policy.”

“The first paper to be used, 
was of a rough texture, water- 
marked (one design falling on 
each stamp) in native characters. 
The watermark is not easy to 
see, unless one holds a stamp up 
to the light. Later printings (or 
printing) were on smooth unwat- 
ermarked paper and later still a 
third paper was used, which had 
the appearance, almost of being 
laid. Also on this paper( in a 
sheet of 100 stamps) there 
appeared as well a large water- 
mark design covering about a 
dozen stamps. It was not nec- 
essarily on the centre of the 
sheet, and as a matter of fact I 
have seen sheets which only bore 
part of it. 

“Regarding shades these range 
(on all papers) from light to dark 
blue. Altogether from a philate- 
lic point of view this stamp is 
the most interesting of all the 
British Empire “Victory” stamps. 
May I please take this oppor- 
tunity of saying how much I en- 
joy your magazine. It’s a grand 


value.”

It is not common 
knowledge as is stated that there 
are three printings but rather a 
matter of watermarked and un- 
watermarked. It is possible that 
there is a type that both Scotts 
and the writer of this column 
have not seen which is the native 
character type. If such is so, then 
there would necessarily have to 
be a revision in Scott’s catalog, 
listing the Native character wat- 
ermark as the first issue and the 
=— two types as minor varie- 
ies. 

Mr. Metcalfe overlooked the 
fact that we did state it is possible 
to find both watermarked and un- 
watermarked stamps in the same 
sheet, in reference to the circle 
type watermark. And—as we 
pointed out in our column, it is 
an interesting variety though! 

As we have stated before, we 
enjoy the remarks of the many 
people that have written in, in 
rebuttal and agreement of this 
column. The remarks at least 
show that some people are on the 
so-called band wagon and others 
definitely are studying. their 
stamps. We can not ask for more 
than this and sincerely hope that 
if we can bring home to the many 
collectors the fact that they must 
study their stamps to get the full 
enjoyment out of them, then we 
have faithfully done our job. 

By the way, the Cuba Roose- 
velt was a printing of 3,000,000 
and the writer saw specimens of 
this stamp before the first day of 
sale. Who has been beating the 
gun on this one! Rumored to 
have been sold out the first day. 
No wonder, if they were sending 
them in the mail prior to first 
day of sale. Again, we say, Who is 
fooling Whom! 

Ed Note: — The above article 
was answered over a month ago 
but due to the Centenary news 
being considered more vital dur- 
ing this time, we have held the 
publication of the article. It must 
be remembered that the original 
article appeared in the early part 
of the year. Now, it appears from 
news just received from abroad, 
that there is another issue of the 
Hyderabad Peace issue which is 
just making its appearance in 
this country. We must remark 
here that, according to informa- 
tion received, the stamp with the 
watermark on each individual 
stamp is the last one issued and 
not the first one as Mr. Metcalfe 
indicates. 

This whole article is not meant 
to confuse but rather to more 
pointedly bring out the factor 
that you must study your stamps 
to obtain the full enjoyment out 
of them. It also, brings out our 
contention that all the available 
information known is not made 
to the true collector as soon as 
possible. 

Therefore, we still contend that 
there must be something wrong 
with an issue that suddenly ap- 
pears in this country after the 
rest of the world has had a crack 
at it. It just goes to show that 
the speculation now going on jn 
stamps is still a hazardous hit- 
skip guessing contest at the best. 
The speculator will come and go, 
but the frue collector will always 
be with us and he will know his 
stamps.

How many of the stay at homes 
that for one reason or another 
weren’t able to attend the Cen- 
tenary International Philatelic 
Exhibition have decided to do 
something on their own to share 
part of the big show? Perhaps 
no thought has been given by the 
average collector as to what he 
can do in this regard other than 
to sit back and envy his more 
fortunate brother or sister in the 
hobby who was able to go. 

Since most of the things in con- 
nection with the exhibition, out- 
side of viewing the stamps and 
sharing in the other glamorous 
goings on, can be acquired with- 
out attendance at the show, it 
would certainly be easy for any- 
one to get together an album de- 
voted exclusively to stamps, 
covers and related tokens which 
when mounted with an appropri- 
ate write up, would do much to 
help make one feel that they 
have taken a part in this big 
event. 

Of course, actually being on the 
scene and seeing the stamps and 
other philatelic material on dis- 
play is a treat that will not be 
duplicated in the average collect- 
ors lifetime. Those who attend 
are spending a certain amount 
of time and money for which 
they are buying sights and good 
times that they will always car- 
ry with them as memories of a 
splendid week, of their life. 

If the stay at home has been 
alert during the weeks preceed- 
ing the show, he will have started 
to accumulate those stamps and 
covers that were especially pro- 
duced by this country and others 
in commemoration of the event. 
He will have made plans to get 
at least one of each of the three 
postal emissions of the United 
States in honor of the 100th An- 
niversary of United States Post- 


versal Type Machine. Twelve 
other and different cities were 
permitted to use similar cancel- 
lations, but these fitted the In- 
ternational Cancelling Machines. 
There is a marked difference be- 
tween the two. It would be ap- 
propriate to have one of each 
type of cancellation in the collec- 
tion. It certainly should be a 
must to have at least one cover 
showing the Exhibition Station 
cancel and postmark. 


Several foreign countries dedi- 
cated stamps to commemorate 
the show, among which were 
Switzerland, Cuba and Mexico. 
Switzerland dedicated the first 
official flight of Swissair to the 
exhibition and delivered covers 
prepared for the event to those 
that had ordered them many 
months ago. 


Then there are such items as 
newspaper clippings, and those 
from magazines, pictures of 
Grand Central Palace, the 
awards, the various. seals, the 
Official Program and a host of 
other thing depending on how 
far one cares to go with the col- 
lection. All of these items are 
still available from various deal- 
ers, and it would not be surpris- 
ing if one of them didn’t buy up 
the remainder of the philatelic 
souvenirs and sell them off 
through the medium of various 
philatelic publications. 


So if you haven’t begun your 
Centenary collection, don’t wait 
too long before you do. You can 
make it as large as you like, and 
you can include the things that 
you like. And whether it is two 
pages, or fifty pages, you will 
know that you have had some 
share in the “Big Show.”

BRITISH 
EMPIRE CHATTER 


By Britt Kolon 











AUSTRALIA. Australian News 
and Information Bureau in New 
York note that the eight designs, 
chosen recently out of 663 sub- 
mitted by 226 competitors, are 
for use in a proposed new regu- 
lar series. Now is the time to fill 
in your needs on the current 
items, especially the commemora- 
tives and the recently issued 24d, 
344d, and 514d. These values were 
issued in connection with the 4d 
tax, which has since been abol- 
ished. 

NORFOLK ISLAND. From Aus- 
tralia comes word that this island, 
belonging to Australia will, in 
June issue its own stamps. There 
are to be 12 values as follows: 
%d, ld, 1%4d, 2d, 2%d, 3d, 4d, 
514d, 6d, $d. one shilling and two 
shilling. 

CANADA. According to Kent B. 
Stiles, a stamp or stamps will ap- 
pear on July Ist to mark the 
80th anniversary of the Canadian 
Confederation. 

The Canadian 17c Air Mail- 
Special Delivery error, die 1 is 
a really scarce item as it was in 
use for a short time only and 
withdrawn without notice when 
the error was discovered and cor- 
rected. Considered as being a- 
vailable for a long time, most 
dealers had only a limited supply 
which soon was exhausted when 
the error was discovered. 
BERMUDA. [here is a large sup- 
ply of the cancelled 12 /6d stamps 
which are offered by dealers at 
various prices. POSTALLY used 
copies of this stamp are scarce 
and what is currently being offer- 
ed are mostly those with revenue 
cancellation. Bermuda imposes a 
tourist tax of 12 /6 and a stamp of 
this value is affixed to the permit 
and cancelled. In many cases it 
is difficult to distinguish the 
fiscal from the very light postal 
cancellation.

POSTMARKED STAMPS 


By Martin Neumunz 








Some philatelists want mint 


population, many or even the 
majority of the inhabitants being 
illiterate and therefore unable to 
write letters. 


If you look at dealers and col- 
lectors approval books, you will 
find them filled with mint stamps 
of British, French and Portugese 
Colonies, but try to get even 
some of the cheaper items post- 
ally used. A clear post marked 
stamp has fulfilled its mission, 
except if cancelled to order and 
therefore, was bought and used in 
its country of origin. Many mint 
stamps, on the other hand, are 
available at the philatelic agen- 


|! cies, or ministry of colonis in the 


capitals of the colonial powers 
and have never seen nor reached 
the country where they were in- 
tended for use. 

For these and many other rea- 
sons I recommend to our fellow 
members and philatelists to give 
some thought to collecting used 
copies bearing clearly marked, 
legible and sometimes unusual 
and “socked on the nose” cancel- 
lations and try to assemble 
stamps carrying army field ojifi- 
ces, naval ships, paqueboats and 
other special and, therefore, in- 
teresting postmarks. 

I, myself, have for a great many 
years specialized in the stamps 
issued by the various German 
States before they were, unfor- 
tunately and unhappily merged 
into the German Reich as a result 
of the French-German war in 
1870-71. 

Quite sometime ago I reached 
the stage where I had most of 
the early issues complete off and 
on covers excepting some of the 
rare and expensive’ varieties 
found among the stamps of Bre- 
men, Brunswick, Luebeck, Meck- 
lenburg, Oldenburg and Sax- 
ony. you may know 
to get a nice clean undam- 
aged copy of Saxony’s famous 
No. 1, you have to spend any- 
where from $400 to $500. It was, 
therefore, quite obvious that I 
would either have to stop collect- 
ing German States, or try some

BVERY stamp collector has the right and privilege to collect what 

pleases him most. Most of us start as general collectors; later 
specializing according to countries or subjects, such as animals, ships 
bridges or trying to build up a collection of stamps pertaining to 
music, poets, scientists or what have you. 


stamps exclusively. Undoubtedly, 


many twentieth century stamps are beautiful to look at when not 
marred by a heayy postmark and usually are easier to get than 
postally used ones, particularly those of small countries, colonies 





and islands having only a small® 








other country, where sooner or 
later I would have to face the 
same difficulties; namely, that 
some stamps are too rare and too 
expensive to acquire for th aver- 
age collector. 


Confronted with this dilemma, 
I began looking into the question 
of cancellations and found that 
an interesting collection could be 
made of the target or numeral 
cancels which were used with the 
very first issues of Baden, Bavar- 
ia, Thurn and Taxis, Prussia, 
Saxony and other states. Each 
village and town was given its 
own particular number; thus, the 
postal authorities of Baden used, 
all told, 177 mumbers; Bavaria 
922; Brunswick 49; Prussia be- 
lieve it or not, 1995; Saxony 220; 
Thurn and Taxis 424. 

Taking stamps of Baden, it is 
obvious that numbers used in 
larger cities, such as; Karlsruhe 
No. 24, Heidelberg No. 57, Mann- 
heim No. 87 and Offenburg No. 
104 and many others, are fairly 
plentiful and comparatively easy 
to find. Even in the early days of 
postage stamps, a great number 
were used, which today, after 90 
to 100 years, are still quite com- 
mon and not too expensive on 
and off cover. But try to find a 
stamp of Baden bearing a ring 
eancel with No. 158 which was 
used in a village named Wiesen- 
bach. Worse still, try to get a 
copy with No. 168 (Dertigen) 
which even some twenty years 
ago had a plus value over an 
ordinary postmark of 100 Gold- 
mark. Another hard to get item 
is Weiterdingen, No. 

Now so far, I have only been 
considering black postal marks, 
but many numerals can be found 
in blue or red, which, of course, 
are a lot scarcer than the ordin- 
ary black cancellations. After sev- 
eral years of collecting, I now 
own about 90% of the black post 
marks of Baden and I doubt very 
much that I will be able to get 
them all, although I keep on try- 
ing and have a lot of fun doing so. 
Can you blame me for getting 
excited if by chance I find a 
sleeper beuring one of these rare 
and elusive numbers. 

As a matter of general informa- 
tion a complete collection of Bad- 
en Numerals Cancellations was 
sold for 3,750 Goldmarks, about 
$950.00. Today the price would 
be double or triple that amount. 
No doubt many collections were 
destroyed in the last war, there- 
by greatly reducing the supply. 

Now let us have a look at an- 
other country, Prussia, where 
we find 1995 different numerals 
were used. Number 103 (Berlin) 
are plentiful and cheap on Scott 
Catalogue numbers 3, 4, 5 and 6; 
so are No. 258 (Cologne), No. 578 
(Hamburg), No. 742 (Koenigs- 
berg), or No. 1439 (Stettin), but 
try to get No. 1667 (Wolfen), No. 
1977 (Lenken) or No. 1983 used in 
Dueringshof, then you'll find the 
going a little harder. I venture to 
state that .obody in the United 
States can produce any Prussian 
Stamps with those scarce cancel- 
lations. 

You may ask why they are so 
scarce. The answer is because 
they were used only for a few 
years in tiny villages where there 
was hardly any use for stamps 
at that time. Numeral cancella- 
tions were abolished as early as

1859 and replaced by town can- 
cellations which continued in use 
until the stamps of Prussia were 
replaced with the stamps of the 
North German Confederation in 
1868. 

Perhaps the rarest and most 
sought after classic is Saxony 
No. 1, the three Pfennig red 
Newspaper Stamp, mostly used 
on wrappers, rarely on letters. On 
the other hand, few collectors 
know that any Saxony stamp 
bearing the number 212 (Leipzig- 
Berlmer Bahnhof) is much scarc- 
er and harder to find than Sax- 
ony No. 1, a fact which Scott’s 
or any other General Catalogue 
never mentions. 

So far, I have only confined 
myself to German States, be- 
cause I have been trying for a 
number of years to get a repre- 
sentative collection together; but 
the observations hold good for a 
great many other countries and 
to mention a few, a -very nice 
showing can be made with Bri- 


bers. 


Stamps, many of the _ smaller 
countries, Colonies or Islands Had 
no stamps of their own and were 
depending on British or French 
Ships to carry their mail. It is not 
necessary to confine your efforts 
along these lines to the so call- 
ed CLASSICS. Even recent is- 
sues lend themselves to such 
specialization. For instance, take 
Jamacia; most stamps from that 
country bear the postmark of 
Kingston, which of course is quite 
common. 

However, try to start collecting 
postmarks from the smaller vill- 
ages in the more or less inacces- 
sible places of the interior or 
along the coast, away from the 
ordinary routes of travel and 
hard to locate even on a large 
map of the country. Take for 
instance the Martinique Collec- 
tion owned by the Ridgefield

Park Stamp Club, I doubt very 
much, that outside the common 
eancellation of Fort-de-France, 
the Capital, you'll find more than 
ten other Postmarks. 

The'choice of building a collec- 
tion of different cancellations is, 
of course, unlimited; but what- 
ever country is selected, it will 
require years of diligent search 
before a representative showing 
can be made.

The Norway Post Office 
Tercentenary Jubilee 
Stamps Are Picturesque 





A very nice set of stamps is 
the eleven values issued by the 
Post Offfice Department of Nor- 
way in commemoration of the 
300th Anniversary of the Norwe- 
gian Postal System. Many at- 
tractive colors have been used, 
and coupled with interesting de- 
signs, are bound to make this 
set one of the outstanding ones 
of the year. The Norwegian 
Post Office has prepared a bro- 
chure on the set, which it for- 
wards to all collectors ordering 
the stamps from the philatelic 
agency of that country. (Post- 
verkets Frimerkesalg til Sam- 
lere, Oslo, Norway.) 

The historical motives of the 
stamps were proposed by pro- 
fessor Sverre Steen. Two other 
well known Norwegian Philatelic 
figures were consultants on the 
issue, Dr. Sig. Willoch, the cura- 
tor of the National Picture Gal- 
lery and Jarle O. Stensdal, edi- 
tor of the Norwegian Philalelic 
Magazine. The actual design- 
ing of the stamps was made by 
Per Frenger, while the printing 
in photogravure was the work 
of Emil Moestue A/S. 

The 5 Ore stamp pictures Han- 
nibal Sehested against a back- 
ground of a Norwegian village of 
the 17th century. Sehested was 
the vice-regent of Norway in 
residence at Akershus while that 
country and Denmark were still 
united. It was under his initia- 
tive that the Norwegian Post Of- 
fice was started. 

The 10 Ore shows a peasant 
carrying the mail against a moun- 
tainous background, sometime 
around the year 1700. These 
men received no pay of any kind 
for carrying the mail, although 
they did receive special privi- 
ledge. Later on, these foot car- 
riers were replaced by one on 
horseback on all the main routes. 
A national hero is pictured on 
the 15 Ore stamp. This man is 
Admiral Tordenskjold, the out- 
standing leader in the Great

Northern War, 1709-1720. 

Eidsvoll was the scene of the 
Constitutuent Assembly in 1814 
at which the Constitution was 
adopted. The father of the Nor- 
wegian constitution is Christian 
Magnus Falsen, who is pictured 
on the 25 Ore stamp. 

Norwegian immigration to 
America began about: the year 
1825. It is this migration of 
its people that Norway remem- 
bers on the 30 Ore stamp. On 


it is shown Cleng Peerson, a 
prime motivator in the move- 
ment, against a background 


which shows a clipper ship in 
full sail. During the 19th cen- 
tury, nearly one half million Nor- 
wegians settled in the United 
States. 

The introduction of the steam- 
ship opened a new and important 
era in the history of Norwegian 
shipping. The Post Office, was 
one of the first of all to make 
use of this new means of trans- 
portation when in 1827, it pur- 
chased the ships “Constitution” 
and “Prinds Carl” and made 
them run between Norway and 
Denmark. The “Constitution” is 
shown on the 40 ore stamp en- 
tering a Norwegian harbor. 

The railways of Norway are re- 
membered on the 45 Ore stamp 
for their part in helping to ex- 
pand the mail system. The pic- 
ture shows a family of three, in 
dress that fas stylish about the 
middle of last century. They are 
ready to board a train of the 
same period. 

The inventor of the harpoon 
gun for use in whaling, Svend 
Foyn, together with an old whal- 
ing ship is shown on the 50 Ore 
value. Thé whaling industry 
on the high seas is problable the 
most important Norwegian con- 
tribution to world trade. 

Two world famous explorers 
are presented on the 55 Ore 
stamp. These men are Nansen 
and Amundsen, who spurred by 
their adventurous spirit and 
ative imagination, made scientific 
researches both at the North and 
South Poles. The “Fram,” the 
ship which they used is pictured 
in the background. 

King Haakon and Queen Maud 
are shown in their coronation en- 
sembles at the time that this event 
took place in the cathedral of Ni- 
daros in Trondheim, in 1906, on 
the 60 Ore value. When in 1905, 
the union with Sweden ceased to 
exist the independence of Nor- 
way was insured under a dynasty 
of its own. 

The last stamp of the series is 
a 80 Ore. It was offered in com- 
memoration of the liberation of 
the country from the Nazis after 
five years of occupation. This 
date was June 7, 1945, arid it was 
then that King Haakon returned 
from exile to once more reoccupy 
the throne from which he had 
been forced to flee. Coincident- 
ally, the king returned on the 
same day, only forty years later, 
on which Norway had obtained 
complete political independence.

Territory Of Norfolk 
Island; Is Name Of New 
Stamp Issuing Country 


From our Australian corres- 
pondent, Major R. C. Dettman, 
we learn that there is to be a 
new country to add to your 
stamp album pages, Territory of 
Norfolk Island. 

Norfolk Island is a small island 
of about ten square miles, located 
about 400 miles northwest of 
New Zealand. Population roughly 
about 1000 people. The inhabit- 
ants are mostly descendants of the 
mutineers of the Bounty who 
were transferred to this Island 
in May 1856 from Pitcairn Island. 

A series of 12 stamps are being 
prepared in Australia and will be 
issued June 10, 1947. The values 
and colors are 4%d orange, ld 
bluish purple, 14d emerald, 2d 
mauve lake, 242d red, 3d tan 
brown, 4d claret, 542d indigo, 6d 
reddish brown, 9d rosine, Ish 
deep green and 2sh sienna. 

Major Dettman states that he 
will have sent to himself a num- 
ber of sets of the first day of 
issue covers, several stamps to a 
cover but not all on one cover. 
He offers to supply these covers 
to Linn’s readers at practically 
face or cost value, plus a modest 
charge for servicing. Linn’s have 
aided many readers to get new 
stamps from this part of the 
world through the kind offices of 
Major Dettman and suggest that 
those who want this issue which 
has a face of 5sh and 11 pence, 
roughly about $1.20 to $1.25 in 
our money, should remit $2.00 in 
bills by air mail asking for a set 
of the stamps on first day cover.

Striking changes in Australian 
postage stamps are foreshadowed 
by a competition for new designs, 
results of which were recently 
announced. 

For some time Australian post- 
al authorities have felt that the 
Commonwealth’s postage stamps 
offered a wider field than has 
previously been exploited for the 
presentation of the country’s at- 
tractions as well as her agricul- 
tural, pastoral and industrial de- 
velopment and cultural progress. 

The competition for new de- 
signs was an endeavor to break 
new ground and to obtain a 
series of designs of striking qual- 
ity with a wide variety and broad 
basis of subject matter. 

From 663 designs submitted by 
226 competitors from all States 
of Australia and by members of 
the Commonwealth forces in Ja- 
pan and other occupied territo- 
ries, eight have been selected for 
future use. 

They will not necessarily be 
used precisely in the form sub- 
mitted but will be the basis of 
the final designs. 

The chosen designs are varied, 
colorful and imaginative. One 
of the most interesting shows an 
aboriginal hunter carrying a 
kangaroo over his shoulders; de- 
signer is Mr. Gayfield Shaw, of 
Sydney, N. S. W. Another fine 
design, of an axeman chopping 
down the forest. giant to which 
he is strapped, is the work of Mr.

In 1944, on recommendation of the Reich Propaganda Ministry, a series of stamps were produced 
in photogravure at the Reich Printing Works in Berlin, to be used when Japan “took” India; to be known 
as AZADHIND (Greater India) and include Siam, Indo-China, etc. 


Mr. and Mrs. Axter-Heudtlas, designers of several of the Nazi stamps, designed these stamps in 
nine values; perf. and imperf. — 18 stamps; colors corresponding to the then current German stamps.) 


The issue is reported as having been 200,000, many of which were lost in an attempted shipment by 
submarine to Schoonan (Singapore) and others by “war events” to a total of over half the issue.

A new sur- 
charge of value will be applied to 
each of the three stamps, in each 
of the three set issued in the two 
languages. The values are 1 plus 
2 Fr., 1.50 plus 2.50 Fr. and 2 
plus 45 Fr., a total of fifty-four 
Francs. 

To sum up the whole business, 
there will be three different sets 
in two languages which multi- 
plies out to six sets for complete 
coverage. Each set has a face 
of 54 francs, with the six sets 
amounting to 324 francs total. 
This in United States money is 
$7.50 just for face value and does 
not take into consideration a 
reasonable profit to which any 
dealer is entitled. 

The stamps are sold by sub- 
scription only, and are limited to 
an issue of 100,000 complete sets. 

It would certainly have been 
a far more appropriate gesture to 
the collectors and people of the 
United States to issue a set of 
stamps that would be within the 
purchasing power of all. Issues 
such as the above-are nothing but 
an insult to collectors every- 
where, for while nothing is said 
in so many words, they certain- 
ly imply that a person is a sucker 
when they pay him tribute at 
such a price. 

If this set of stamps is a token 
of good will and esteem, just 
what would we get if these peop- 
ple were mad at us. 





RED CROSS SEMI-POSTAL 
ISSUED BY POLAND 








Poland released a new Red 
Cross stamp on May 15. Itisa 
semi-postal with a value of 5 Z1. 
plus 5 Zl and had a limited is- 
sue of only 110,000 stamps. The 
funds obtained from the surtax 
will be used to support the Red 
Cross in Poland. 

The Polish Post Office is con- 
templating the issuance of a set 
of stamps in July, which will ad- 
vertise the four basic industries 
of the country. The stamps will 
picture a miner, an _ industrial 
workman, a farmer and a fisher- 
man. Since the stamps will be 
printed outside of Poland for the 
Polish ministry of postal ser- 
vices, first day of issue depends 
on delivery from the source, The 
stamps are not far enough along 
yet, to establish this date.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Original Idea From 
Poland Administrator 
Has A Loft Of Merif 


———— 


Mr. Maximilian Herwich, Min- 
isterial Councillor in the Ministry 
of Posts of Poland, has sent to the 
International Bureau through his 
Administration a preliminary 
note on the subject of the Com- 
memoration of the 75th Anniver- 
sary of the foundation of the Uni- 
versal Postal Union. In fact, in 
1949 the Union will have reach- 
ed the 75th year of its existence. 
Nevertheless it may happen for 
technical reasons the ceremony of 
the commemoration may be put 
off until 1950. . In any case the 
question will be laid before the 
Universal Postal Congress of 
Paris in the form of a recommen- 
dation. 

Besides the special publications 
for the occasion, and even a spe- 
cial meeting of delegates from 
the countries of the Universal 
Postal Union, some administra- 
tions, no doubt, will consider the 
issue of commemorative stamps. 
Our correspondent suggests, on 
this point, an original way of 
making this issue. 

Article 1 of the Convention 
states that the countries of the 





tf} Union form, under the style of 


the Universal Postal Union, a sin- 
gle postal territory. Accordingly 


68; it would be appropriate to stress 


this principle by issuing in all 
countries of the Union, apart 
from other measures, an identical 
series of stamps. The set would 
consist of three stamps colored 
as laid down in the convention. 
The design of the stamps would 
be chosen by an international se- 
lection board set up, if necessary, 
by the Congress of Paris. 

The lettering and the value to 
be shown on the stamps would 
be fixed by each country accord- 
ing to its needs; nevertheless, the 
design would be every where the 
same. In order to attain com- 
plete uniformity, it would be de- 
sirable to entrust the work of 
printing to the same firm (e. g. 
Swiss, French or Dutch firm.) 

At first sight this idea seems 
bold. Nevertheless, in consid- 
ering it further one soon real- 
izes that the issue of one series 
of stamps for the whole Union 
would emphasize symbolically, 
postal unity. From the philate- 
lic point of view such an issue 
would be one of the greatest curi- 
osities of world philately, not to 


mention the advantage that 
would accrue also to all admin- 
istratjons.

Editors Note:—One of the ap- 
parent disadvantages of the 
above suggestion from a collect- 
ors point of view would be the 
monotonous procession of stamps 
all of the same design and colors, 
such as has been offered to col- 
lectors by the British Post~Office 
with the Coronations, Jubilees 
and Peace and Victory issues. 
While these are nice, they are too 
much of a good thing. The val- 
ue of each set should also be kept 
under ten cents, since it isn't 
necessary for a collector to have 
to spend more than this set to 
celebrate anything, including an 
entrance into heaven.
